“The system of impounding 
ind storing fresh water for the 
ise of agriculture around Lake 
Okeechobee, and its passage in- 
to the conservation areas where 
round storage feeds the well 
fields of the east coast com- 
munities, make it practical for 
permanent and continuous in- 
srease of supply of fresh water 
for personal uses and for in- 
dustry.” t 

Of course, the passing of the 
vater accumulated in the Lake 
from it's various water sheds, 
conserves the fish and wildlife 
in the Big Lake, as well as with- 
in the boundaries of the man- 
made lakes, or storage basins.
